The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The following 
is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: With regards to 
the claims the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach the specific circuit 
configuration with emphasis on wherein an output of the Rx filter on the bottom side of 
the ceramic body is electrically connected to a balun, the balun being implemented in a 
low-temperature co-fired ceramic (LTCC) on a bottom side of the Rx filter, and wherein 
the ceramic body has a first height in an area of the Tx filter and a second height in an 
area of the Rx filter, the second height being less than the first height. The closest prior 
art teach either the duplexer not needing an additional balun ( Nishijima et al US 
Patent 6,304,158) or the balun being separate from the duplexer .
